Monday with a warrant for the arrest of 
Henry J. Weller on the charge of abduc- 
tion. 

The warrant sworn to by John Mc- 
Callum of Raymond, Ill., and charges Wei- 
ler with abducting McCallum’'s 15-year-old 
daughter, Bessie. Weller has worked as 
hired man on McCallum’s farm for two 
years, 

Weller and Miss McCallum were married 
by Justice Driscoll of East St. Louis Sat- 
urday ifternoon. 

The first intimation of anything unusual 
in the marriage reached Marriage License 
Clerk Caughlan of East St. 
afternoon in a telegram from John McCal- 
lum, the girl’s father. It read: 

“Sheriff, will come in morning. Give de- 
scription of Henry J. Weller and Bessie 
McCallum to police. Arrest and hold 
them.’”’ 

The couple werein East St. Louis all day 
Saturday and Chief of Police Hauss saw 
a couple answering their description Sun- 
day night. 


SAID GIRL WAS 19 YEARS OLD. 

Weller told Marriage License Clerk 
Caughlan that he was 26 years old and 
lived on a farm four miles from Granite 
City. His bride, he said, was 19 and also 
lived in Granite City. 

He first called on Mr. Caughian and 
wanted a license early Saturday morning. 
Mr. Caughian told him he wouid have to 
bring Miss McCallum to the office with 
him. 

Weller replied that she was in the coun- 
try near Granite City and that he could not 
bring her conveniently. 

He went away, however, 
with her in the afternoon.

“Mike” Kinney, clerk in the office of 
the board of election commissioners, whom 
Ryan identifies positively as the man who 
shot him, was kept in the holdover pend- 
ing an official statement from Dr. H. L. 
Nietert, superintendent of the city hospi- 
tal, as to the condition of the wounded 
man. 


John Parent of 4919 South Compton ave- 


nue, who was near the scene of the shoot- 
ing and'ran as soon as he heard the shots, 
was arrested. He says he knows nothing 
about it. 

Thomas E. (Snake) Kinney, who is a 
member of the House of Delegates from 
the #ourth ward, went to the Four Courts 
when he. heard of the arrest of his brother, 
Mike, immediately after the shooting, to 
give bond for his release, and was arrested. 
Deputy. Constable John Ellison, who was 
with him, was also held. 

Delegate Kinney and his brother deny 
any. Knowledge of the shooting. Thomas 
Kinney made the following statement in 
the holdover to the Post-Dispatch Monday 
in behalf.of both of them: 

“Ryan Knows that Mike and I didn't have 
anything to do with the shooting. 

“He just brought us into this trouble to 
make ‘the public think that he cuts a little 
ice in politics up in the Fourth ward and 
that he is my rival. It's good advertise- 
ment for his saloon business to tell the 
public that I think I must get him out of 
the way to keep my standing in the ward. 

“But Ryan ain’t a rival to Me. He don't 
rank one, two, three in the politics of the 
ward, and when it comes to going before 
‘the good citizens: up, there in the Fourth—- 
and théy are just ae good there in their 
way as can be found in any,;ward in St. 
Louis—why, they don't know John Ryan is 
alive. — 

“For a long time Ryan has been trying 
to build up trouble between me and him, 
but I haven't stood for it because I know 
I have got everything to lose and nothing 
to gain by getting back at him.

“The Fourth ward is full of my friends 
and I have got all I can do to keep in line 
with them without getting into any political 
fights, especially when I haven't got any- 
thing to gain, which was true in this case.

“I am poor and* Mike is poor, but we 
have done pretty well in the world by just 
minding our own business. That's my 
motto and that’s his.

A LANDMARK IN HISTORY 


After Workmen Finish There Nayght 
Will Remein Save an Ancient, 
Gnarled Oak Tree. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PRAIRIE DI! CHIEN, Wis., Dee. 2.— 
Before the dawn of the first day of the 
new year, all that remains of historic Fort 
Crawford, at Priarie du Chien will have 
been destroyed, Already workmen are 
tearing away the massive old wails which 
long ago sheltered all who sought refuge 
behind them. For a century and a half 
they have withstood the ravages of time 
and the attacks of the painted Indian war- 
rior. Fort Crawford is a relic of long age; 
around its barren ruins is grouped more 
history than at any other place in Wiscon- 
fin; it is, in deed, a thing of history, ro- 
Mantic, bloody and priceless. 

Even before the pickax 
workmen clicked against 
masonry, there was but little left of the 
famous old fort. Barren and alone, like 
towering sentineis guarding its sacrec se- 
crets, two walls of the fort hospital re- 
main. The remainder of the once impos- 
ing series of massive builuings have been 
entirely destroyed; they lie in a weed- 
frown heap of rocky ruins, like a fallen 
and negiected monument of.fame. The 
stone walis were fast failing to decay, but 
the deep narrow windows and the battle- 
Scarred buttresses still remain. 

Toward the Mississippi, which flows past 
@ few years distant, is a gnarled and stunt- 
ed oak tree. it is so near the old fort 
that the afternoon sun sends its thin, 
Sharp shadown upon the barren walis. 
This alone will rerhain to mark the spot 
where at one time many of the most fa- 
mous soldiers of the American army 
fouoght. 

To the lover of the historic and romantic 
there is something cruel about the destruc- 
tion of the remains of old Fort Crawford. 
To the residents of Prairie du Chien, who 
for years have seen and thought little of 
the past of the dilapidated old walis, it 
is a hard, cold business proposition. They 
gee no reason why sentiment should re- 
tard the progres of their city. They can 
see nothing to be gained in the presence of 
the staring sentinels of stone. 

But a few rods north from the site of the 
fort, hidden from the caSual glance by the 
thick growth of rank weeds, and made 
more obscure by the presence of broken 
down fences, is the old Federal cemetery. 
There is no hand to strew flowers upon 
the graves of the heroes whose remains lie 
there. It is a place of mysterious sur- 
roundings, and is avoided and shunned. 
Though upon the age-worn granite tabiets 
the epitaphs of many whose names are 
inscribed in living letters upon the pages of 
history are carved in crude, broken letters, 
there is none to notice them, nor to give 
them a passing thought. 

The massive old fort proper has long 
since been torn down and upon its site now 
stands the beautiful St. Mary’s academy. 
Where the report of the sentry’s gun once 
startled the wilderness, now is heard the 
peaceful tones of the convent bell. 

Historic value has been set aside, modern 
progress will triumph. Soon, by the labors 
of the toilers who. are now directing their 
efforts toward destruction, the material 
will be eliminated and old Fort Crawford 
will pass into history.

Religious Fervor Reaches Fever Heat 
in the Town of Clayton, 
New Jersey. 


Special to the Post-Dispetch. 

CLAYTON, N. J., Dec. 23.—Many persons 
in this city believe that the spirit of Peter 
Cartwright has been reincarnated in the per- 
son of the Rev. Eli Gifford, pastor of the 
methodist Church here. He has thrown 
Clayton into a fervor of religious excite- 
ment; strong men-are daily moved by his 
passionate appeals until they shake and 
tremble with ague; women scream and chil- 
dren have been thrown into convulsions at 
his meetings. Men and women prostrate 
themselves nightly before the altar. With- 


in ten days more than 200 persons have, for 
the first time, professed their belief in 
Christianity. 

On Sunday morning 128 men, women and 
children were received into the church on 
probation. 

Last night a man who resisted the ap- 
peais of friends who urged him. to go for- 
ward was stricken with temporary par- 
alysis. He was carried to his home, but 
the service was not interrupted. The oc- 
currence created so deep an impression 
that nearly a score of hesitating ones 
went to the altar, amid the most pro- 
found demonstrations of religious frenzy. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harry Loper, the singing 
evangelists, have assisted the modern Cart- 
wright in his great work. They have col- 
lected a large number of the most impres- 
sive hymns, stirring in both music and 
words, and their singing is characterized 
by the deepest religious fervor and an ele- 
ment of the dramatic, which has been 80 
remarkably effective. 


Christmas Shopping 
Was Forgotten. 
Christmas shopping has been forgotten in 
Clayton. Money savéd for presents has 
been donated to religious work. A mortgage 


of $2800 which was placed on the church 
property when the edifice was erected 
about three age ago has been entirely 
paid off and the property is free from debt. 
The city streets are deserted after the first 
church bell rings in the evening. 

In order to secure good seats men and 
women stand in line from 6 o’clock untii the 
church doors are opened at 7:30. Farmers 
drive to the city from distances of 15 and 
20 miles, bringing their entire families to 
the nightly meetings. Although fully 1000 
persons may be crowded into the building 
there has not been standing room during 
the past week, and scores of persons have 
been turned away or stood in the entry or 
under the windows during the services. 

The Rev. Mr. Gifford and Mr. and Mrs. 
Loper spend several hours daily visiting 
the sick of the city and surrounding coun- 
try. Song and prayer services are held in 
the sick-rooms, and it is said that there 
is not an invalid in the city or for miles 
around who has not accepted the teachings 
of the Gospel. 

The ag | saloon in Clayton is in the ho- 
tel, two doors from the Methodist Charch. 
J. Plum, the proprietor, formerly of 
Gloucester during its palmy days, has an- 
nounced that he will sell no liquor after 
10 o’clock at night and that no one can 
buy enough drinks across the bar to make 
him drunk. Last Saturday night several 
men were in Mr. Plum’s saloon at the clos- 
ing hour and one insisted on remaining in 
the place after 10 o'clock.

“I have $15 here which I want to spend,” 
he told the proprietor, producing at the 


same time a considerable roll of bills. 

“Go home and give it to your wife,” Mr. 
Plum replied. 

“She don’t need it,’’ the man answered,

good with it,’’ was the final reply. 

Mr. Pium said today that every customer 
among the entire list of his patrons has 
attended the revival meetings, and that 
many of those who were not professing 
Christians have been converted.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 23.—Dr. John V. 
Shoemaker, president of the municipal de- 
partment of charities and correction, has 
persuaded the finance committee of the city 
council to appropriate $380,000 with waich 
Dr. Shoemaker expects to build eight one- 
story glasshouses on a tract of land ad- 

jcining the almshouse, 

“Ravages of tuberculosis among the city 
people,’ said Dr. Shoemaker today, “render 
it necessary to take speedy measures. 

“Living 4 a group of old buildings are 
more than 600 persons in various stages of 
consumption, and the death rate is appall- 
ing. To remedy this condition I have 
planned to build eight pavilions, frame 
work of steel beams and the walls and roof 

f giass. ; 

“ “The 600 patients will be divided amozpg 
the pavilions, according to the stage of the 
disease. Practical isolation for each person 
will be effected by a system of ventilatior 
énd the constant generation of ogone fn the 
pavilions. There will be static electric bat- 
teries in all the pavilions. These reinvigor- 
aie the air and destroy the germs of tu- 
berculosis, with which it is constantly in- 
fected by patients. They generate ozone 
rapidly, and this has a stimulating effect 
on the patients.

“The Christmas season, as a social institution, quite apart 
from its religious significance, tends to promote the sentiment of 
brotherhood of man. Its customs and observances soften ‘and 
ameliorate the artificial distinctions of life, and stimulate the 
benevolent instincts. The week usually devoted to this festival 
is a period when charity and its components of toleration, for- 
giveness and a sense of recognition for benefits received, as we!l 
as sympathy for the misfortunes of others, unite men in kindly 
fellow feeling suggestive of a future social condition when the 
Christmas spirit shall be a continuing and a lasting duty.” 

Mr. Wanamaker expresses the Christmas idea perfectly. Of 
course, the important consideration is the spirit of kindness. 
That is the goal of progress—a state in which every act shall be 
@ sacrament, a service dedicated to the human race, in which 
the desire to do mutual service shall be the spontaneous motive 
of all. 

Meanwhile the ceremonies of Christmas are useful in suggest- 
ing this spirit. No man can for long practice the forms of kind- 
hess without to some degree imbibing the spirit. Therein is the 
reason of all ceremony and form. 

Christmas is, as Mr. Wanamaker points out, “a type and har- 
binger of what the world ought to be.”” When the spirit fills the 
form in all cases then the ideal will be realized.

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INVISIBLE BONDS OF UNION. 


It is interesting to speculate on the possibilities of the ner 
wireless telegraph and telephone inventions, either through the 
atmosphere or through the earth, which have recently given such 
promise of unbounded success. 

This success means, among other things, that the explorer in 
Aretic regions or elsewhere need no longer be cut off from his 
fellows for months or years. The people in a besieged city will 
be in constant and easy communication with their friends. on 
the outside. In mining accidents, the entombed miners can 
report their whereabouts and condition to their rescuers. Vessels 
at sea will keep up their daily intercourse with the land and 
with sister ships. Especially in case of fog, storm or threatened 
wreck, the new method of communicating will save life and 
prevent suffering. 

But it is in the ordinary course of life thag the greatest benefits 
will be obtained. Monopoly and high prices will not be possible 
when every man may erect his own wireless telegraph mast, fly 
his own kite or stick in his own ground telephone peg. 

All this will make living easier, more secure and more pleasant. 
It should make us more civilized, more neighborly and more 
Sympathetic. It will be an invisible but real bond of union of all 
the inhabitants of the earth.

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PEACE-MAKER’S PRIZE. 


Americans who are blessed with a passion for work coupled 
with enthusiasm for humanity can also keep an eye on the 
“main chance’’ by COmpeting for one of the peace-maker's prizes 
offered annually by Alfred Nobel, the German manufacturer of 
explosives. 

For 1901 the prizes have been awarded. The peace-makers’ 
prize, amounting to $40,200, was divided between two old men— 
Frederick Passey, the blind secretary of the Universal Peace (on- 
gress, and Dr. Henri Dumont, a poor Swiss physician. Both these 
men have been exceedingly active in promoting the interests of 
peace in Europe and the world at large. ' 

Here is an opportunity for Americans which should be eagerly 
seized. The desire for peace is as widespread here as elsewhere. 
The white-winged spirit has as ardent disciples here as in Bu- 
rope. In advising them to become competitors for the Nobel prize, 
which is open to everyone, it. must be borne in mind that the 
competition cannot be on a selfish plane. To win the prize one 
must do actual work. The greater the number of competitors, 
the nearer shall we be to that era of universal good fellowship 
among the nations for which every lover of peace is constantly 
praying.

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CENSURING OUR HEROES. 

Not since the fabled free mouse baited the caged lion 
has there been so extraordinary a spectacle as that presented 
in the censuring of Admirals Dewey and Schley and Gen. Miles 
by Elihu Root. 

Mr. Root is a corporation and trust lawyer who was appointed 
to the head of the war department solely for political reasons. 
He is absolutely without any military or naval training OF ¢X- 
perience. He never “set a squadron in the field’’ nor saw one 
on the water, Yet he has the colossal impudence to reprimand 
Gen. Miles, the hero of a hundred battles, for expressing his wil- 
lingness to accept the judgment of Admiral Dewey, the hero of 
Manila, that Admiral Schley was in actual command at the 
battle of Santiaguvu and was the hero of that affair. 

Thus with one sweeping censure does this knight of the quill 
condemn three of the bravest, most experienced and most suc: 
cessful fighters on land and sea that this nation has ever pro- 
duced. | 

That this reprimand was made “by direction of the President” 
adds neither to its propriety nor its justice. It simply adds the 
opinion of an amateur in war to the sophistications of a lawyer 
in condemning the action and the judgment of three veteran 
commanders. 

The administration has not only condemned Admiral Schley t¢ 
martyrdom, but has as€ociated in his martyrdom the highest 
and most distinguished officer in the navy and the highest and 
most distinguished officer in the army. The navy department 
has subjected Schiey, the hero of Santiago, to the extremest hu- 
miliation and condemnation and Dewey, the hero of Manila, to 
censure for trying to do him justice, while the President and the 
secretary of war have humiliated Lieutenant-General Miles for 
‘‘indiscretion’’ in saying a word in behalf of Admiral Schisy. 

Thus three American heroes, whose fame is beyond the reach 
of envy or detraction, have been discredited and kicked by the 
administration in order that one hero may be deprived utterly 
of the credit that is due him. — 

The righting of this wrong may safely be left to history and 
that sense of justice which is iftherent In the enlightened people 
of the United States.

Said to Be Similar to Those Against 
Grenner Before His Resignation 
Was Asked For.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—It is under- 
Stood that President Roosevelt is some- 
What disappointed and chagrined over 
the declination of Mr. Wenneker to ac- 
cept the position of internal revenue col- 
lector for the First Missouri district, to 
Which he appointed him last week. It 
places the President in a rather embar- 
rassing position. It is known that he asked 
for Grenner’s resignation before the expira- 
tion of his four year term, because 
charges of a personal nature had been 
preferred against him by a government of- 
ficial in St. Louis. It seems now that 
charges of a somewhat similar character 
have been made against Wenneker and 
filed with the Senate committee on finance, 
to which the nomination of Wenneker was 
referred, and that they were filed by per- 
sonal enemies. Rather than engage in 
a mud-slinging match with them Mr. Wen- 
neker prefers to decline the position and 
stop the process of washing dirty linen 
with the nation for an audience. It can- 
not be ascertained at this juncture what 
the President will do or who he has in 
view as a possible nominee to succeed 
Wenncker. 


WIRES MUST GO UNDERGROUND 


Judge Douglass Overrules Application 
to Compel B. P. I. to Permit 
Trolley Poles on Pine 
Street. 


The St. Louis Transit Co. has no right to 
erect poles for its Pine street division ac- 
cording to a decision handed down by 
Judge Douglass of the circuit court Mon- 
day morning. 

This ruling practically settles the long 
controversy between the Board of Public 
Improvements and the transit company 
in the course of which the latter attempted 
to put up poles at Twenty-second and Pine 
streets, but was restrained by the police 
department. 

The transit company contended that the 
ordinance which the board cited was no 
longer in force. Judge Dougiass holds to 
the contrary. 

This ordinance specifies that the Central 
Traction Co. must use storage batteries or 
underground wires as molive power. 

None of the §1 miles of track authorized 
was built by the traction company, which 
was absorbed by the United Railways Co., 
but the effort was made to utilize six miles 
on the Pine street division. From this 
the controversy arose. 

The transit company held that the fran- 
chise permitting the consolidation of the 
street raiJroads granted full aurhority also 
to use overhead wires on any property they 
might have acquired.

Mr. Spalding. say the dispatches, has 
gone South for the holidays and.no date 
for the argument of the case has as yet 
been set It is not an ideal condition for 
the National Léague, and the new year 
will dawn with the darkest outlook the 
old organization ever .contemplated. 

The undecided condition of the presi- 
dency leaves the League in an unprotected 
condition and liable to be preyed upon by 
the American League. The National can 
take no concerted measures to prevent any 
inroads being made. 

Even when the case is decided, whatever 


way it goes, the road will be rocky, owing 
There seems to be one 
course only open to the National League 
magnates—to bury the hatchet, forget, all 
personal antipathy and proceed to work in 
harmony. Not much can be accomplished 
then, with the teams of the League dis- 
membered as they are, but it may save 
annihilation. 

Just what urges Spalding into the breach 
at the present moment is hard to see. 
There is no prospect of the glory of a 
great victory for the National League in 
any event, and every prospect of an over- 
whelming setback at the very least. Spald- 
ing, if elected president, ir is adjudged so 
by the court, will reap a harvest of criti- 
cism at best. 

There have been hints passed around that 
the motives of Mr. Spalding are not purely 
disinterested and that his monopoly of the 
sale of baseballs is threatened unless he 
does something to check the competition of 
rivals. As head of the National League 
and the friend of Ban Johnson he would be 
in a position to insure the use of his base- 
ball by the big leagues at least.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 23.—If the 
Statement of a Joplin man, vouched for by 
&a Kansas City banker, is correct, Judge 
E. O. Brown of Carthage, despite his de- 
nials, is the man who paid $5000 to former 
Representative W. O. Cardwell to drop his 


$50,000 libel against the St. Louis Republic. 

The Joplin man makes this statement: 

“The truth would never have been 
Known if Mr. Brown had not carelessly 
‘Made & mistake. It was not intended that 
he should be the paymaster, but the man 
who was to have handled the money got 
drunk and Phelps telephoned from 5t. 
Louis for Brown to meet him here that 
‘morning. Phelps came on the morning 
train from St. Louis and a friend met them 
at the depot. Then Phelps returned to 
Carthage and deposited some checks in 
Brown’s name to meet a check that Brown 
was to make here. _ 

“You see, it might leak out who these 
various gentlemen were who drew their 
checks the night before and turned them 
over to Phelps, and it was safer to have 
them go through the Carthage bank, where 
the clerks would not be too inquisitive. 

“After breakfast Brown went to a big 
mercantile house, where he was acquaint- 
ed, and, after arranging to get it cashed, 
called for a check on the Carthage Bank. 
There is a bank of the same name at 
Joplin, and as there was no Carthage blank 
in the house, the clerk gave him a biank 
of the Joplin bank, Brown meant to change 
the name accordingly, but filled out the 
check first. Then he forgot to scratch out 
Joplin and write Carthage. The check went 
through the Bank of Commerce, and in due 
time reached the Joplin bank. There was 
no deposit there in Mr. Brown's name. 

‘The Joplin bank called up the Bank of 
Commerce and said the check would have 
to be returned. The Bank of Commerce 
Sent out a tracer. 

“The telepohne carried the information 
to Brown at Carthage, and, half an hour 
after our local bank called up Dr. W 4 
the Carthage banker was telephoning Jop- 
lin to send the’ check to them, the money 
was there to meet it.

Attack on Schley Written Be- 
fore Place Was Given Him. 


SAYS HE WILL FIGHT REMOVAL 


HE CLAIMS HE CANNOT BE RE- 
MOVED UNDER CIVIL SERVICE. 


The Historian of the Navy Department 
Intimates fhat He Will Add the 
Schley Inquiry and Miles Re- 
buke to His Book. 


Special to the Post-Disratch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Edgar Stdhton 
Maclay, author of the “History of the 
United States Navy,” and as such the 
originator of the Schley-Sampson controe- 
versy, now practically hurls defiance at 
President Roosevelt, who fn the assump- 
tion of arbitrary power he likens to the 
Czar of Russia. 

This power as exercised in the order for 
his dismissal from the government service, 
the historian declares he will resist. 

Furthermore he maintains that in com- 
manding peremptorily his dismissal with- 
out a hearing or without’ charges, 
President Roosevelt violates the very 
spirit as well as the letter of civil service 
laws, of which he has always stood as the 
champion, 

“If,’’ said Mr. Maclay, “President Roose- 
velt can point to a humble subordinate on 
the civil service lists and without his hav- 
ing a hearing or any charges having been 
preferred against him, say, ‘Discharge that 
man’ and have him discharged, then I say 
he is @3 bad as the Czar of Russia.’’ 


Maclay to Fight 
for Principle. 

“Now, my own position in the navy de- 
partment, as far as the position itself 
goes, is not worth fighting about. The pay 
is paltry and I would not feel justified in 
spending any money to retain the place. 
But it is the principle of the thing. 

“Understand, not only have I never had a 
hearing, but I have never received a copy 
of any charges against me. Therefore 
when I am notified of my dismissa! | shall 
at once appeal to my chief in the store- 
keeper’s department of the navy yard, de- 


}\inand a copy of the charges on which I 


have been dismissed and insist on the right 
to answer them. 

“There has been a mistaken impression 
about my position in the navy yard be- 
cause l_am called qa ‘laborer.’ That term, 
as app too employes of any class, is a 
survival of ald customs—it is one of the 
barnacles of the navy. 

“I am in reality a clerk in the classified 
list, for which I had to pass an examina- 
tion, and stood higher than 70 per cent. 

“Although it is a clerkship, it is desig- 
nated in the department as ‘special la- 


“T contend that if civil service means any- 
thing at all, it means this protection for 
me—thac I cannot be dismissed withéut 
charges and a proper hearing, which I uave 
not had. I do not confess to any violation 
of the rules of the department, and insur- 
bordination or misconduct. 


Job Came After 
History Was Written. ° 
“That portion of my history over whion 
all this controversy has arisén was writton 


before I became a civil service employe in 
the navy department, so I don't see how 
that can be laid against me as misconduct 
in my present position, 

“Then, as is well known, I have amended 
that part of the work to which exception 
was taken. I have taken out the epithets 
and left only the facts.”’ 

Mr. Maclay added that the lastest devel- 
opments in the famous dispute, including 
the censure of Gen. Miles and his own dis- 
charge from the navy department, would 
necessitate an addition to his history so as 
to include all these matters.

HE SCORNED TO SEEK AID 


Intelligent New Yorker Fell on the 
Street From Exhaustion While 
Trying to Help His 
Family. 


PBpecial to the Post-Dispatch. ; 

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Starving and 
without fuel, although living in a block 
with millionaires as neighbors, Parker 
Learned, with his wife and child, were 
found yesterday in a pitiable condition. 
For nearly a week they had eaten prac- 
tically nothing and were nearly frozen. 
The climax to their hardships came when 
the man was stricken with apoplexy while 
walking to Harlem in search of financial 
assistance. 

Learned is 64 years old. and is the care- 
taker of the building at 17 East Twenty- 
sixth street, which was formerly occupied 
by the Yale Club. Among his neighbors 
are Frank Work, Adrian Iliselin, Frederick 
Kernochan, I. Townsend Burden, Alfred 
Darling, B. H. Field, Robert O’Brien and 
James B. Roche. 

Unable to obtain work as a bookkeeper, 
Learned got employment, nearly a year 
ago, as a butler with the Yale Club. When 
the club moved, last May, into its new 
quarters in West fForty-fourth street, 
Learned remained in the old club house 
as caretaker for the owner, Mrs. Cornelius 
McCoon, who lives at 144 West Seventy- 
gecond street. He got his rent free in re- 
turn for taking care of the property 

Fortune frowned upon him after the club 
moved, and Learned was unable to get 
steady employment. He managed to keep 
the wolf from the door by doing odd jobs 
for people whom he knew, but they did not 
inclube his heighbors. Dr. Williams, who 
lives at No. 1989 Modison avenue, helped 
him occasionally. 

Learned and his little family often went to 
bed hungry rather than let their condition 
become known to his wealthy neighbors, 
from whom he disdained to seek assistance. 
No doubt they would have been willing to 
help him, but he was too proud to ask. Mat- 
ters went from bad to worse with him, and 
on Thanksgiving Day the family was in 
desperate circumstances. There was no fuel 
in the house and nothing to eat. 

Just as the old man had about concluded 
that there was little for him to be thankful 
for Miss O’Brien, who lives next door, in 
No. 19, sent in a sumptuous dinner. She had 
suspected that the family was having a 
hard time of it. Since then Learned and pis 
wife and child have had little to eat. 

Unable to endure the pangs of hunger 
longer, Learned started out yesterday aft- 
ernoon intending to seek assistance from 
Dr. Williams. He had no carfare, so he 
started to walk to Harlem, although he was 
so weak from lack of food that he could 
hardly stand. 

Slowly he made his way up town, being 
compelled frequently to rest by the way. 
At One Hundred and Twenty-fourth street 
and Madison avenue his strength gave 
out and he fell unconscious. He was car- 
ried into a nearby hotel, where stimulants 
were given to him. He revived somewhat 
and was recognized by Milton Barber, who 
lives at 2024 Lexington avenue. 

Barber summoned a cab anc had him 
taken home. He was barely conscious 
when the cab driver carried him into the 
house. When his wife saw him she fainted. 

Policeman Tyrrell of the West Thirtieth 
street station was summoned and he tele- 
phoned to the New York hospital for an 
ambulance. Dr. Chittenden responded and 
i ag Learned was suffering from apo- 

exy. --- 
When he learned the condition of the 
family he gave Mrs. Learned $1.50, which 
was all the money he had with him. The 
cab driver also gave her a dollar which he 
had received from Mr. Barber for taking 
the man from Harlem. Dr. Chittenden 
took Learned to the hospital, where he is 
in a critical condition.

Cossack Troops Torture and Behead 
Six Defenseless Mongols. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 23.—All ac- 
counts agree in representing the state of 
Manchuria as being very unsettled. The 
presence of the Russian troops has led to 
most serious abuses. Private letters de- 
scribe shocking outrages perpetrated by 
bands of Cossacks on the defenseless in- 
habitants.
